who wins of loses in that fight, he 
did himself some good, personally. 


The tall Texan, leader of the 


Senate Ditnocrals, disclaims res' 
idential ambitions in 1060. But, for 
a man who may 'be a candidate, 
he was painfully lost in the politi* 
cal woods when the civil rights 
fight started. 


It was his opposite'number, Sen, 


Knowland of California, leader of 
the Senate Hcublicatis and also a 
presidential possibility, who got 
up June 20 attd'proposcd the Sen- 
ate consider the civil rights bill 
passed by the House two days be- 
fore. 


This move gave Republicans the 


jump in claiming—if a civil rights 
bill was passed— the gratitude of 
Northern Negroes, whose vote is 
increasingly 
important 
and 
in 


lime the gratitude of Southern Ne- 
gro voters. 


This 
is what 
Johnson 
faced 


when . Knowland suddenly opened 
the battle: 


1. Ruination of his 
own 
resi- 


dential hopes —.11' he has any — at 
the next Democratic convention if 
he' joined his follow Southerners in 
fighting a civil rights bill; 


2. A shattering split if the Demo- 


ocrats had threatened all-out resist- 
ance. They could be crushed and 
a bill passed jonly if Northern 
Democrats lined up with "Republi- 
cans against them. 


3. Condemnation of the, Demo- 


cratic party, not only by Negroes 
but by ail those symathetic 
to 


civil rights legislation,'if-Northern 
Democrats let 
.Southern. Demo- 


crats block the bill. Such criticism 
would not help the Democrats' 
chances in the 1958 elections. 


All three problems could 
be 


solved if: 


Southerners agreed to compro- 


mise 
instead 
of 
filibustering; 


Northern 
Democrats 
agreed • to 


some compromises the Southern- 
ers wanted; and the: compromised 
bill still could get enough votes at 
least to pass the Senate. 


It was. possible House and Sen- 


ate might fail to agree on a single 
bilk satisfactory to both. Of if they 
did agree and resented President 
Eisenhower a bill heavily compro- 
m^sed, he might feel compelled 


to .Veto it. 
Either of those things may hap 


pen how. If either does, there will 
te no civil rights law this year. 
But at least ttu Democrats will be 
in a better positiOH to argue on

On the vote putting the big dbm- 


promise into the bill — juty' trial 
for those chared Hot,only ih voU 
ing rights cases but [for all cases 
of criminal cohtempt.pf court =— an 
overwhelming nuinbei- of Demo- 
crats, North and Soiith, voted to- 
gether for it. An ^'overwhelming 
number 
of 
Republicans 
voted 


against. 


On the final vote to pass the 


bill—when it was no longer pos* 
siblc to stop the compromise—*Re.-» 
publicans joined Northern Derno< 
crals and a handful of Southern' 
ers to approve.the bill. 


By this time the Southerners 


had dropped their resistance and 
let the compromised bill' come to 
a vole although all but five of 
them voted against it. 


Johnson voted for the compro- 


mise. So did one of the authors of 
the 
compromise, i|Mother South- 


erner, Sen. 
Kefauver. 
(D-Tenn), 


twice a residential aspirnnt and 
perhaps, a candidate for the nom- 
ination again. This vote kept them 
in good.Southern standing. 


Johnson voted for the bill as a 


.Whole, which he engineered, on 
final passage. 
So did Kefauver/ 


No. Southerners 
cri'tieized them, 


Both-now are on the record for a 
civil rights bill. A "no" vote would 
have hurt eithcr's chances of con- 
vention, three yoara from now. 


In the end— bec.iusa it was tho 


Democrats who dominated the pic: 
ture through Northern-Southern co* 
operation—Johnson, starting away 
back in the bush'js on . June 20, 
took the lead from Knowland. 


Under the bill: as it stands Ne- 


groes, w.ould gain. If the bill now 
is allowed to die or is vetoed, the 
.Southerners, ..who talked , of end- 
less fight but then compromised, 
will bo vhe winners. Nowhere in 
this picture does Johnson figure to 
lose.
